Gov ernor Lowden has issu ed to Illinois boy s between the ages of 16 and 


21 a call to farm work. 
School boy s and others are called on to v olu ntarily 


register themselv es in the week of Janu ary 21-26 . 
The state is called on to 


prov ide at least 25,000 boy s for farm work, and it is believ ed th a t the y ou ng 


manhood of ou r state that is below the d raft age will be glad of the oppor­ 


tu nity to do not its bit bu t its best. 
Preceding the call to actu al farm work 


all these boy s are to hav e adv antage of a short special cou rse in agricu ltu re 


th a t has been prepared by the Univ ersity of Illinois. 
The cou rse will be 


started in all high schools in the state on the first day of Febru ary . 
It is 


specially gu aranteed that no boy enrolling u nder the prov isions of the gov ­ 


ernor’s proclamation nex t week will be requ ired to do any m ilitary du ty , 


and ev ery boy will receiv e fu ll credit in his school work. 
The farm will need the boy s the coming su m m er. 
This m eans th at 


the state and the nation will need them. 
W ork to help increase ou r crops 


to help feed ou rselv es and ou r allies will be qu ite as necessary toward 


winning the war, and almost as patriotic, as fighting 
in the trenches. 
This 


wo rk will lack the element of danger, and besides the m oral and phy sical 


welfare of the boy s will be most carefu lly safegu arded. 
The boy s will be 


paid for their work. 
‘'Illinois is the greatest food produ cing sta te in the nation,” say s Gov ­ 


erno r Lowden in his proclamation. 
“ Her farm ers fu lly realize the du ty 


resting u pon them du ring the continu ance of the war, to strain ev ery energy 


in order to produ ce the max imu m of food. 
“ W hat they most need to accomplish this is additional labor. 
There 


are in ou r schools, and in occu pations not essential to the condu ct of the 


war, many thou sands of activ e, v igorou s and patriotic boy s, between the 


ag es o f 16 and 2 0 
y ears. 
They are not su bject to th e selectiv e d raft. 
Most 


o f them desire to do their bit, if only the way be pointed ou t to ihem . 


“ The problem is to fit them in some way for the farm , and to bring 


them Into practical relations with the farm ers who need th eir help. 


“ The edu cational cornmitee of ou r state cou ncil of defense, co-operating 


with o ur departm ent of agricu ltu re and S tate College of A gricu ltu re of the 


Univ ersity o f Illinois, has arranged a special th ree m onth s’ farm cou rse, 


to g ether with some practical training, by which these boy s m ay be fitted, 


by the end of April, to u nd ertak e w ork u pon ou r farms. 


“These boy s are to be enrolled in th e United States Boy s’ W orking 


Reserv e, with the consent of th eir parents, bu t in no ev ent are they to be 


emplo y ed in m ilitary serv ice. 
T he boy will receiv e fu ll credit in his school 


wo rk, and his m oral and phy sical w elfare will be conserv ed by v olu nteer 


Vbltèfs. 
Instead o f detracting from their edu cation, this serv ice, in my 


o pinio n, will greatly aid it. 
“ Agricu ltu re, as an occu pation, is becoming more and m ore attractiv e. 


The dru dgery and isolation which drov e those of a generation ago from the 


farm s to the cities are rapidly giv ing way . 
Science has laid its hand u pon 


the soil, and the farm er of today finds fu ll scope for th e ex ercise of his 


mind. 
Many , v ery many , of the boy s who shall go from th e school room 


this spring to the farm will find the farm e r’s life so attractiv e th at it will 


determ ine their perm anent occu pation. 


“ I earnestly u rge u pon the able-bodied y ou th of ou r state, « J from 16 


to 20 y ears of age, to enroll them selv es in th e United States Boy s’ W orking 


Reserv e, and for this pu rpose 1 hereby designate the week of Ja nu ary 21-26 


inclu siv e, as special registration week.’’’

August 10, 19 17, finding it essential to

national security in certain parts of 
th e United States, h ereby makes and 
prescribes th e following regulations:
